to get financial aid; these 
telegrams 


wore signed by me; slated that Iwas 
absolutely penniless, imprisoned,

cent, and 
begged 
for financial assist- 


ance. 
My father is poor and 
has 
no 


monoy to send 
me unless 
he got tho 
same from my grandfather. 
Isent other urgont telegrams 
to ray 


uncle, asking him to send mo what he 
could. 
These telegrams were followed 
by many urgent letters by me and 
by 


a person inbehalf of my uncle, 
father 


and grandfather, in which letters my 
condition was exactly stated, 
and said 


letters 
implored them 
to 
send 
me 


monoy with which to employ an at- 
torney and prepare my defense. 
In response to said letters and tele- 


grams, my grandfather 
finally sent me 
money by checks, 
which checks 
wero 


received by me March 24, 1905. 


On my arrival in Jackson Icontinued 
my efforts te get an attorney to repre- 
sent 
mo. Isolicited employment 
of 
nearly 
every 
attorney 
in 
Amador 
county, also C. A. Swisler of Placer- 
ville,.F. H. Gould of San Francisco, 
J. 
C. Brusie of San Francisco, 
and other 


attorneys, but as Iwas without funds 
to pay said attorneys, or pay 
for the 
necessary expenses 
for tho preparation 


of my case, Iwas unsuccessful 
in get- 
ting any of said attorneys 
to agree to 


represent 
me. Iwas greatly handi- 
capped by being confined in jail, but 
used every human 
endeavor 
to raise 


money;tried to sell said second 
mort- 
gage and said" book accounts, 
but was 


unable to realize anything whatever of 
any kindor character until the arrival 
of said money fromgrandfather. 


On March 9, 1905, Iwas taken before 
tho above court for arraignment, 
and 
stated to the court that Iwas without 
counsel and asked for ten days 
within 


which to employ counsel; 
the court 
granted two days for that purpose; 
on 


the evening ofMarch 9, 1905, 
Wm. G. 
Snyder visited me in jail. He was a 
stranger tome. but stated that he had 
been recently admitted to practice law; 
that he had had no experience 
what- 
ever, was an electrician by profession; 
had heard of my sorry plight and 
was 
willing to do what he could for me. I 
gladly accepted his offer and asked him 
to try to get me an attorney and also 
to writemy grandfather and to appear 
in court with me on the date to which 
my arraignment 
had been continued. 
I 
bolieved there was stillsome possible 


chance to get some money with which 
to employ an attorney of experience, 
and tho said Wm. G. Snyder 
said he 
would try and help me get such an at- 
torney; he also stated 
to me that he 
did not think of undertaking to try ray 
caso alone, but ifIcould get an older 
attorney ho was willing to assist; 
he 
said he did not ask norexpect any com- 
pensation whatever, and his services to 
me were actuated wholly by a desire to 
see that Igot a fair chance for my life.

and ever since said day Ihave had no 
other assets 
whatever, 
except 
divers 


book accounts against 
various persons, 


and a second mortgage on a residence 
in Amador City; said book accounts I 
sent to a collection agency inSan Fran- 
cisco several months ago, but Ihave 
not realized anything whatever on ac- 
count of same; 
said second 
mortgage 


has been attached fora sum including 
co;>ts of about $441. Imade diligent 
efforts whilecoming through San Fran- 
cisco to get counsel, and tried my be.st 
to communicate with the said collect- 
ing agency, but said agency, Iam in- 
formed, has moved from San Francisco, 
and Ihavo 
been unable to locate it, 
although Ihave made repeated efforts 
so to do, and so have others in my be- 
half. 


A.Caminetti has been employed 
to 


take 
charge 
of the defense 
in the 


Staples murder case. 
W. G. Snyder, 


who was tho solo attorney for defend- 
ant up to a week ago, will still retain 
his position 
as counsel. 
It is umlor- 


stood that tho defendant 
has received 
financial assistance 
from ivliitivo*in 


the cast; Ilie current rumor w that ha 
reeoivofl $l(K)0 to iMiablt.'hiin to secure 
capable and experienced ooiinsil to de- 
fend him. It was remarked at. ihulime 
of arraignment i-liat no advantage 
was 
taken 
by meana 
of demurrer to the 


sufficiency of tho complaint. 
On Cam- 
inelti 
being 
employed, 
be 
at 
once 
took steps to remedy this omission, and 
served notice upon the district attorney 
that ou March 27 ho would move for a 
continuance of the trial, which was set 
for April10, and 
also that defendant 


be permitted to withdraw his plea of 
'•not guilty," and 
make such other 
motion in relation inih« indictment as 
he might doom advisable. 
Tho reason 
assigned 
was that 
the plea had 
boon 
inadvertantly made. 


On Monday morning tho defendant 
with his attorney appeared in court, to 
present his affidavits in support 
of his 
motion; the district attorney opposing. 


Affidavitsof defendant, 
VV. G. Sny- 


der and A.Camiuetti were read. 
Tho 
affidavit of the defendant is as follows: 


Ihave no means of raising any 
addi- 
tionalmoney, and out of tho amount 
now on hand my entire defense must be 
paid; I 
must not only 
pay my attor- 
ney out of said 
money, but must also 
pay allother necessary 
and legitimate 
expenses of my defense in this proceed- 
ing. Itwillbo necessary forme toem- 
ploy an exoort chemist and toxicologist 
and 
physicians 
to give expert

mony at the trial of my caso. 
Two of 
the leading 
physicians 
of Jackson, I 
am informed, have been employed 
by 


the prosecution, and that the prosecu- 
tionhas also employed a noted chemist 
of San Francisco, 
and expended 
large 


sums of money in the preparation of 
its case 
against 
me; that my means 
are so limitedthat of necessity, 
unless 
the attendance of witnesses can be se- 
cured, Iwillhavo to take the deposi- 
tions of many of my witnesses in San 
Francisco and other places, 
as Iwill 
not have 
the means 
to bring them 
thither to the trial of this case; 
that 
up to this timeI 
have made no prepar- 
ations whatever 
for the trial of my 


case for the reasons 
herein 
stated. It 
willnow be necessary 
to have my coun- 
sel cousult 
expert chemists, 
toxicolo- 
gists and physicians, 
so as to have their 
testimony at the trial of the case. 
•I 
have been informed, 
believe and say 
tbat tho prosecution willattempt 
to 
prove that Iadministered 
to my de- 
ceased wifearsenic, with the intention 
of poisoning her to death, and fromthe 
effects of which she died; that after 
her burial her body was taken from its 
grave by the prosecuting officers and a 
post-mortem examination held by the 
coroner of this county, and said body 
examined by physicians 
employed 
by 
the prosecution, who opened thosame, 
took 
therefrom 
the stomach, 
which 


was sont to a chemist inSan Francisco; 
that said physicians examined 
the or- 


gans of said body, and willtestify that 
said deceased 
died from a poison, and 
not from tho malady which was really 
the cause of her death, to wit typhoid 
fever; 
that 
said 
physicians 
have in 
their possession 
some of said organs; 
that said chemist willtestify that said 
stomach 
contained 
arsenic, 
and that 
the prosecution has had said stomach 
secreted; that tho prosecution 
has 
de- 
nied the defendant and the said W. G. 
Snydor permission to inspect said stom- 
ach and organs, and has refused to per- 
mit the same to be inspected 
by any 
chemist, physician, 
or toxicologist in 
the interest of the dofense; 
that the 
prosecution also has in its possession 
the trunk of the defendant; 
that said 
trunk contains evidence inbehalf ofde- 
fendant, 
but tho prosecuting 
officers 
havo refused and stillrefuse to permit 
defendant or said W. G. Snyder or any 
one else in bohalf of defendant 
to in- 
spect tho contents of said trunk. 
That one Emily Maud Hoxie has also

and that it willbe unsafe for.me to go 
to trial on tbat day; I 
am also advised, 


and so state 
upon my oath, 
that in 
order to proserve my rights Ishould 
demur 
to said indictment, 
and also

aside

logal grounds. Ihave not subpoened 
any witnesses, nor had any subpoenas 
issued, because I 
had no money to em- 
ploy counsel to consult with witnesses 
or to ascertain 
what their testimony 


would be; I 
know Ican prove my in- 
nocence of this terrible charge 
against 


me if1am given sufficient opportunity 
to prepare my defense. 
My relatives and my wife's relatives 
who reside in the state of Maine can 
give important testimony in my bohalf; 
that they can not attend tho trial, be- 
cause they havo not the money to pay 
their expenses, 
nor havo I, so their 
depositions willhave to bo' taken, 
and 
said depositions 
cannot 
possibly 
be 
taken and returned in time for said 
trialifthe same is to proceed on April 
10, 1905. Ialso would like to get the 
testimohy 
of witnesses in Ensenada, 


Lower California; said testimony 
will 
have to be taken by the U. S. consul at

man- 


agers, 
and unless 
the officials are 


guilty of gross abuse in the exercise 
of their discretion, 
it behooves 
a 


grand 
jury to leave 
them unchal- 


lenged in that domain. 
How absurd 


to contend that money is wasted 
because 
the work paid for is not 


perfect. 
Imperfection is stamped 


upon 
all human 
products. 
The 


grand jury's report is in the same 
category. 
It is not accurate 
in 


many of its statements of fact, but 
itdoes not follow that its work is 
useless. 
To pay $400 to aid in the 


compilation of a new map is a very 
small suntfor such a work. 
And 


that the work was needed there can 
be no question. 
To secure a com- 


plete and elaborate map would have 
cost ten times the sum, and would 
moreover have not been of one 
whit 


more practical value. 
No map was 


ever made, 
or ever will be made, 


that is absolutely 
correct. 
Even 


the costly products 
of the general 


government in this line are not with- 
out imperfection. 
The map of 1881 


cost many times more than the new 
one, and did not even embrace 
the 


fullterritory of the county, leaving 


The grand jury report 
which we 


published last wesk, and 
which the 


members 
of 
that 
body had 
been 


working on, either by comtuitttes 
orina body, for nearly I 


\u25a0\u25a0 ree mouths, 


is certainly out of the ordinary -rut 
of such documents. 
No doubt 
the 


jury has been painstaking, 
and has 


pried .into county affairs 
pretty 


thoroughly. 
The report speaks 
for 


itself on that score. 
Many of the 


recommendations 
and censures hand- 


ed out to the officials are timely, 
and the reforms 
urged are in the 


direction of 4aw and good govern- 
ment. 
The recommendations 
con- 


cerning the work on the roads 
and 


allowance and payment of bifts are 
inkeeping withthe strict letter 
of 


the law. 
The Ledger has for years 


pointed out ihe impropriety 
of the 


course adopted many years ago, in 
lumping bills for road work,but this 
practice 
has 
ceased. 
The coyote 


bounty law is another 
weak spot 


struck in the report, and they.might 
with equal reason have included 
the 


bluejay bounty law, for they both 
stand on the same footing. 
The law 


as itstands makes no provision for 
the 
destruction 
of 
scalps 
after 
bounty has been paid thereon. 
True, 


a simple regard for public interests 
might suggest that the scalps be de- 
stroyed, to prevent the possibility 
ofdouble payment thereon, but the 
ordinances 
do not make 
this 
ob- 


ligatory, and are therefore 
fatally 


defective. 
As a matter of fact the 


scalps 
are 
not always 
destroyed. 


They have been 
found lying loose 


around the court house, for anybody 
to pick up. 
Such looseness in legal 


enactments ought not to be toler- 
ated, and the jury has 
done good 


service in calling attention to the 
lameness 
of the law and practice. 


There are, as might be expected, 


several weak points in the report. 
We do not believe 
a body of men, 


constituted 
as the grand jury is, 


without practical acquaintance 
with 


the details oflocal government, 
can 


possibly, in the short time in which 
the jury is in session, 
grasp 
the 


whole 
system 
of county • manage- 


ment. 
They are apt to be misled 


by partial orincorrect information. 
Where the plain obligations 
of law 


are concerned, 
a 
grand 
jury can 


hardly get on the wrong track in 
contending for the strict observance 
of the statutes 
by county officials. 


But when itcomes to recommenda- 
tion outside of the plain provisions 
of law, or condemnation 
of officials 


for the exercise 
of discretionary 


power invested 
in them, 
they are 


likely to be misled, 
and base 
their 


comments 
on 
weak 
foundations. 


Hence 
we find the jury recommends 


the board of supervisors 
to spend 


more of the public money onimprov- 
ing the county buildings, and not all 
on the public roads. 
This is unin- 


telligibleas it.stands. 
The money 


raised forroad purposes 
cannot be 


spent inany other way. It would 
be a flagrant breach of law and reu- 
der the supervisors open to prosecu- 
tion to divert any portion of the 
road funds .to the improvement of 
county buildings. 
Ifthe report rec- 


ommended the levy of a smaller .tax 
for road purposes, and a larger levy 
for current 
expenses, it would be 


understood, 
but 
as 
the 
matter 


stands itis vague and misleading.

Deceased's 
brother, 
Francisco Fra- 


vega, and sister-in-law, Mrs. Fravega, 
came up from San Francisco 
Wednes- 


day, and tbe remains were shipped to 
that city on Thursday 
morning, 
ac- 


companied by the relatives. 


Deceased 
was a single man, about 30 


years of age. 
He had 
worked about 


the mines of Jackson 
for two or three 


years, but had only recently started to 
work underground at the Zeila. 


A miner named Pietro Fravega 
met 


death in the shaft of the Zeila mine 
early Tuesday morning. It was about 
6 o'clock. 
The men wero coming out 


of the mino on change of shift. 
Askip 


fullof men, 
with Fravega 
on board, 


was hauled to the surface. 
The skip 


was in the north compartment. 
It is 


usual for those riding on the south side 
of the skip to step onto the center brace 
and get off on that side by stepping 
from the center brace over the south 
compartment. 
Whether Fravega 
got 


mixed up as to his location in the skip, 
or whether he missed the center brace 
accidentally, willnever be known. 
No 


one of bis fellow workman saw how the 
accident occurred. 
He fell down the 


south compartment, clear to the 1200 
level. 
He 
was mangled 
beyond all 


recognition when the remains were re- 
covered. The head was- nearly allgone, 
and portions of the body 
were picked 


up afterward and carried to the under- 
taking parlors to be interred with the 
trunk. 
Coroner Huberty held an in- 


quest the same day, when a verdict of 
accidental death was returned. 
It was 


one of those casualties due to careless- 
ness or miscalculations, 
that inspite of 


alladmonitions willoccur in the pros- 
ecution of mining.
